GOV. WALKERS BILL. 


This bill is intended to prevent an 
improper use of troops at polling- 
pigees. It provides for the repeal of 
«sections 1980, 5299 and 5528 of. the re- 

* vised statutes, these being the sections 
which authorize the presence of troops 
at polling places during any election, 
or the use of troops by the president 
for other purposes than those pre- 
scribed in the acts of 1795 and 1807. 
The bill further provides for the amena- 
ment of section 2002, so that it shall 
read as follows: 

No military or naval officer, or other person 
engagedin the civil, military, er naval service 
of the United States, shail order, bring, 
keep, or have under his authority or contrel, 
any troops, or armed men, at or near the plaee 
where any general or special election is held in 
any state. either on the day of such election or 
for ten days prior or subsequent thereto, unless 
it be necessary to repel the armed enemies of 
the United States; and any person violating the 
provisions of this seetion shall be fined not more 
than $6,000, or esufter imprisonment at hard 
labor for,not ‘less than five years, and be depriv- 
ed from holding any office of honor, profit or 
trust under the United States. 

The bill was referred to the judiciary 
committee. It should be passed. It 
will be passed if the friends of constitu. 
tional liberty are in a majority in the 
senate. chamber—a doubtful proposi 
tion. Governor Walker’s measure is 
modeled after an English statute,which 
requires troops to.be move? at least two 
miles from the place of holding an 
election. No other people would 
haye submitted as the people of this 
country have, to the evil. We have 
had elections under the shadows of bay- 
onets until they have brought upon 
the republic dangers that threaten its 
very existence. An act similar to the 
English statute should have been placed 
on our statute books long ago; and 
when done, it should be rigorously 
enforced. 

Weare glad to announce that Judge

Christmas this year passed off in the 
city and vicinity a good deal like Christmas 
does every year, with the exceptions of less 
noise and more rascality.

the crowd. Iu the meantime the barrooms, and 
bidiard saloons, were being liberally patronized 
Sometimes a hora-biower or cracker popper 
would get caught, and led away io the guard 
house, with a moo of email! boya and darkies fol- 
lowing at the heels of the officers. After twelve 
o'clock matters became much more lively. The 
number of ladies became beautitully less, and 
the streete were surrendered to the maies. The 
repeated applications to the bers brgan to bear 
frait hojlering increased, aud so did cursing. 
Fire crackers were heard more frequeutly, aud 
ever. the tin horns seemed to have :ecovered 
their voioe, while anxious policemen were seen 
darting aboutin ail directions. This was the 
same during the afternoon and night, onlya 
good deal more so. Fights were frequent, and 
the crowds were trotting from one corner to an- 
other to bein the fun, Many bril iant achieve 
ments were accomplished during that afteruoon. 
One young geutieman, under the pleasing in- 
spiration ot whisky, rolled in the mud from the 
car-ehed tothe Markham house. He said he 
wauted to see if he cou/d do it, and he found 
out, several others dressed in fantastic garbs 
and showed off to admiring audiences 
Arrests were nuw BO frequent 
that they ceased attract at- 
tention. About teno’clock, the money as weil 
as the exeitement began to give way, and the 
worn-out policemen began to find their duties 
becoming lighter.

JACKSON'S NECKTIE. 


HOW HE TOOK THOMPSON’S LIFE 
AND THEN HIS OWN. 


An Old Man Murdered ior Money— 
Me was Inauced to Borrew— 
Tragic End of the Mar- 
de-er Alter Meariug 
of the Finding ef 
the Body. 


In the Constrrutiow of last Sunday 
a brief piragiaph appeared detailing the myste 
rious disappearances of Mr. A. J. Thompson, a 
worthy citizen of DeKalb county, who resided 
in Brownings district near Henderson's court 
groun., aud the arrest of Mr. James A. Jackson 
ou suspicion of having foully deajt with Mr 
Thompsn. Since then the body of Mr. Thomp- 
son nas been found, and the murderer has tak- 
en the law in his own hand and garroted him- 
se.f. . 
The crime stands forth in ite details and sur- 
roundings as one o the cause celebre of the 
times, A man is murdired near Deca- 
tur on Wednesdey morving and his body 
is net found until Sunday. In the mean 
time the murderer with the money tak- 
en from the body of the slain pays some 
of his debte and rides about uncoucerved 
The slayer is arrested on suspicion and lodged 
in jail. He asserts his innocence even afte: the 
pistol and money is found, but when he learns 
that the bedy had been fUund hisseli-confidence 
gives way, and with unfliuching nerve h: takes 
his own life. In order to arrive ata correct 
understanding of the case we first introduce the 
parties, 

A. J. THOMPSON, 
the murdered man, was between 50 end €0 years 
of age, and had five or six children—among 
them three grown daughters He stood weil in 
the commuuity, and a few days hefore his death 
bad paid the last debt he owed. 

JAMES A “JACKSON, 
the murderer and suicide, was bet'een 85 aud 
40 years of age, a man of powerful nerve and 
frame, Weigh’ng over two hundred pounds. He 
leaves a wife and three children, one of whom 
was born on Saturday after his arrest. He lived 
near Decatur on some land belonging to Col. W. 
J. Houston uear Decatur. 

LAYING 1HE PIPS. 
“= Jeckson had evidently been preparing for such 
a consummation as the killing of Thompson for 
some time. He told a ple usable story oil kuow 
iug a Man at Wallace's mill who hai lois of 
gold that he was willing to exchange 
st par for greenbacks. And as a reason why 
this man was wi:ling to doso, he stated that be 
was afraid to start io At anta with it for fear of 
being robixd, and ne was afraid to keep it at 
home for the game reasun. Jackson would cau- 
tion the map he was trying to inveigle into this 
scheme tu say nothing about it, as the owner 
didu’t wantitknown. He told this tale tosey- 
eral, but they couldu’t undertake it He satn- 
rated Thou pson’s mind wiih theideaof making 
money so easy, and Thompecy beceme iniatu 
ated witb the scheme. Had he beyed the in 
jJuuctions of Jackson astc seeresy Jackson might 
have escaped, as suspicion would not have 
80 ciesriy polated its index finger at nim. 
Thompson didn’t owe a dollar, and consequently 
it surprised severai from whom be attempted to 
borrow. He tod them what le wanted with it, 
aud one or two candidly told him if they had it 
they wouldn't let him have it, asit was too god 
@ thing to be true. Hesucceeded on Monday, 
the 18th, in borrowing $7U0 from Mr. I. N. Nash, 
tax colleetorof LeKalb co :n.y, and a pistol. 
bir. Thompson went home with the money aud 
pistol and about three o'clock Wednesday 
morning left home to make Lhe 
exchange. From that hour to Sunday noon no 
more Was seen of him. Mr Thompson usual y 
walked although having a horse. 

GETTING UNEASY. 

When Mr. Thompson etarted from home he 
left word for one of his sons to meet him in 
Decatur that eveaing. Wednesday ard Thures- 
day passed and uo tidings of his whereabouts 
coming to his family they paturally became 
alarmed. His brother, R. M. Thompson, who 
rceidesat Stone Mountain, susrected foul play. 
Mr. Nash went tosee Jackson Friday morning 
to know wheu he had seen Thompson. Jackson 
replied that he hadn’t seen bim muce Sundey, 
Mr Nash toeu remarked thet Mr Thompson 
left to see him abouta gold transaction. Jack- 
son denied ever having any conversation witb 
Thompson on the subject. 

This denial streugthened the suspicions 
agsinst bim and accordingly on Fr day night 
RK. M. Thompsen procured a warrant for 

JACK#&ON'S ARREST, 
ard accompaniei DeKalb’s worthy and efficient 
sheriff. James Hunter, to Jackson's house. 
They surrounded the house and effected the 
arrest. 

Their appearance on the scene was timely,as it 
was evident that Jackson was 
PREPARING FOR FLIGHT, 


being already dressed and a swift horse being 
tied in the yard. The visit eariy in the murn- 
ing had doubt ess alarmed him. He warcar 
ried to jail. On his person was tound §30 in 
money and the pistol Thompson borrowed from 
Nash This discovery did not seem to affect 
him in the Jeagt, and he asserted his innocence 
though offering no explanation. 

SEARCHING JACKSON'S HOUSB. 
Saturday Jackson’s house was searched to ind 
the missing money. When the officers ap 
proached a cerain trunk, a lady present re- 
marked, “‘Iden’t want that truak touched ”’ 
Cap ain Huwter responded, ‘Oh, I’m a married 
man and understand such things.” The trunk 
was openel and $125 in three rolls were 
found which has been ideutified as the money 
borruwec from Nesh by Thompson. Receipts 
were found on Jacrson for $40 of devts paid by 
him at Decatur since Wednesday last, which 
added to the sums found make up the amount 
of $700. 

HUN‘ING FOR THE BODY. 

Parties had been hunting fur the body on Sat- 
u'day, but the discoveries at Jackson's house 
nduced large pumbers on Sunday. despite the 
weather, to turn out iu the search. At last, 
a out noon, the bocy was discovered in a field 
about 150 yar a from Jackson’s house Several 
gentiemen passing (through a corn field a: ticed 
aspot that had grown upio pines. They visit- 
ed the pines and tound woere some had been 
cut, anda matiock among the pines. Not far 
from this spot isa deep wash or gully. Ia wis 
the body was found. 


THOMPSON'S GRAVE. 


The spot where Thompson was buried appeared 
like the standard effort wo stop a wash in av old 
Geld. Tue pie brush were thrown above and 
pelow thé body and dirt placed upon them. A 
hole about two feet deep bad beer dug in the 
gully. The parties discovering the spot began 
w investigate it, and soon unearthed the body. 
APPZABRANCE OF THE BoDY. 


The body of Mr. Toompeeon was of course fro- 
zen. He waedreased in the ciothes he wore off 
when he le[thame T..e backaad shoulders of 
his Coat was fretted out, as ii he had been drag- 
ged over rougu ground. Areurd hisneck was 
bhame-string tied tightiy,aud between the string 
and his neck were two corn stalks. His head 
@ d face bore .he evidences of hard and cruel 
blows. His right jaw-bone was fractured; on 
the right ecde of his head. ‘ust abeve his ear, 
was a hole one could put three fingers in, while 
another fracture was Visible in his forehead, 
From appearances the blows must have been 
siricken with the mattock. 
JaCKSON INFORMED, 

Sunday afternoon J. B Steward, the ordinary, 
called to see Jackson. He told him tat the 


body of Thompson had been found, and in- 


quired if he would like to see it. Jackson re- 
| sponded * Yee,” but evidently believed that 
Sieward wastryingto draw him out. Afier a 
G. P. Guuronp, body was found. Steward replied that is wag  deca— Suncueortt, 
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found about 150 yards from his (Jackson's) 
house in a gully. This announcement had a 
startling on Jackson. He seemed to wilt 
and sink uvder it. Heexpress-da 
FEAR OF BEING LYSCHED, . 
but the ordinary told him motto be uneasy as 
guards wouid be pleced around the jail. Soon 
after Mr Steward left, Jackson told some of his 
companionsin jail that ‘‘they thought they 
wou'd have some fun out of him that night, but 
they would be mistaken!” He said that it was 
cold the night previeus and they had plenty of 
cevering for him, but he shouldn't need it. He 
was found afterwards dead, and from the evi- 
deuce betore the coroner’s jury, Monday, we 
gather the following conce: ning it. 

JACKSON GARKOTEs HI * SELF. 
Jackson tied two handkerchiefs together, and 
in asingle knot at the back of bis neck, and ex- 
rtiug ail his musqular power tied them in sev- 
eral knots under hia chin, thus deliberately 
choking himself to death. 

JACKSON'S CAREER. 

It is said thatJackson was a bushwhaeker ia 
Tennessee during the war, was sent to the peni- 
tentiary in Alabama for crime. and ran away 
rom White couuty for killing a man. Facts go 
now to show that he was on the lookout for men 
with large sums of money who were un 
guarkd. An old citizen of Decetur owed a 
resident of DeKald several thousand dollar. 
Jackson went to the first man and asked when 
he was going to pay it, asthe latter had prom- 
ised totake him to Texes with him when he 
gotit. He was informed of the day. When the 
old gentiemah went to pay the money, be met 
Jackson in the road although it was not Jacke 
son's Way to come to Decatur. Fortunately the 
old gentieman had his son anda double-barrel 
gun along. Perbaps the last fact saved his life. 
Jackson next visited the man who recived the 
morey and tried to induce him to go and ex- 
change it for gold. He fortunately refused. 

JACKS ‘N NEVER ADM TTED IT. 

Jackson never admitted the murder. He told 
R. M. Thompeéon, brother of the deceased that 
he was as iunocentof the murder as an angel 
Co one of the prisoners in jail be remarked he 
would give ten years of his life to bring Jack 
Taompson back. 

THEORY OF THE MURDER, 

So faras kuown tere is no living witness of 
the murder. The theory of the murder is that 
Thompsor reached Jackson's house about daj- 
‘ight, and that Jackson start: d with him osten- 
3'bly to find the man at Wallace's mill with the 
sold. The infatuated man suspecting nothing 
perbaps walked with him in the corn ficid, and 
“hen the two reached a pot near the 
pines. Jackson, with the mattock he 
had concealed there fur the 

urpose, struck Thompson on the head, and, to 
sufle his voice,in great baste tied the hame 
string around his neck, andin doing so gath 
ered unnoticed the two corn stalks. After rob- 
bing the body of the money and pistol, he pre- 
pared the grave and buried it He then paid 
his debts and rode around, confident that his 
crime could not be detected, and that he could 
get off to Texas without discovery. 

BURIAL OF THE BODIES, 

Thompson was intered in the cemetery, at 
stone Mountain, at 4 Pp. M. Christmas day. 

Jackson was interred im the cemetery at De- 
catur ‘he same evening. 

Inquests were previously held on beth bo- 
dies. 

The lesson taught by this occurrence is. in 
the language of Bishop Pierce, “‘to be content 
with our lot is a great God-given grace.”
